Circuit Court at Hamilton Today Holds That State 


Failed to Prove firs, knapp Had Been Choked 


To Death as Charged. 


Hamilton, Jan. 5—The Circuit court 


here this morning granted Alfred A. 
Knapp, "the strangler," a new trial. 
It -was held that the Scate had failed 
to prove that Mrs. Hannah Gcddard 
Knapp was choked to death as charg- 
ed in the indictment and that there 
Avas error in admitting Knapp's con- 
fession to five murders. The Court al- 
so held that in the charge to the jury 


the court erred when it said no sane 
man would make such confesison.s. 


Knapp is now in the Ohio peniten- 


tiary under sentence of death by elec- 
trocution, January 11. 


In December, 1902. it was claimed 


he strangled his fourth wife to deaw 
and then threw her body into the Mi- 
ami river. After his arrest, Knapp con- 
fessed to strangling his wife, also four 
other women and girls.

Mayor Gives His Reasons. 


Following is a copy of Mayor Cril- 


ly's veto giving the reasons for his 
action: 
To the Honorable City Council of the 


City of Newark, Ohio: 
Gentlemen — J 
herewith 
return to 


you a resolution entitled ,"A Resolu- 
tion to improve Locust street from 
Fifth street to Twelfth street by sew- 
ering," passed December 7, 1903, not 
approved. 


"While I am favorably disposed to 


any improvement of this nature, and 
this movement in particular, and be- 
lieve it ought to be made, still I can 
not approve the resolution as passed, 
because I believe that to install said 
improvement as contemplated would 
intimately amount to a waste of mon- 
ey necessary to ouild it. I therefore 
state my objections to tnis resolat'ons 
or any resolution of like charactsr as 
follows: 


1. Because no plans, profiles, ^peci 


fications and estimates of cost have 
been prepared, and no means of ernp 
tying the same ^ere provided. 
, ^ Bat providing^ a means of empty- 
ing saTd sewer were provided, still T 
would have to object to the resolution 
as passed because every sewer now 
used, and every sewer built under th° 
present «system would necessarilv have 
to be emptied into the creeks south of 
:he city. This is a pollution of saicl 
streams for which the city would b( 
liable in damages at the suit of iny 
one injured thereby ,or which coald bo 
enjoined at any time. 


In the event of the emptying of said 


sewers into this creek was enjoined. 
this City Council could aot use one of 
its sewers as at present constructed 
and it is folly to put more money into 
sewers, the use of which could be 
stopped at any time. 


Further than this the use, or our 


present sewers, emptying as so~ne of 
them do in the heart of the city, is a 
highly unsanitary condition, which is 
no doubt responsible for much of the 
sickness in this city, and this council 
should r.ot be guilty of aggravating 
this condifion.
